That upon the Credit and Invitation of the ſaid At (your Petitioners well - 
obſerving the Goldſmuths to be within the qualifications thereof) ſome of your 
Petitioners placed the greateſt part; others the whole of their Eſtates in the 
ſaid Goldſmiths hands, who made good Payments to your Petitioners, until 
the Moneys due to the ſame Goldſmuths out of the Exchequer were otherwiſe 
diverted and obſtructed, contrary to the meaning and encouragements of the 
faid Ac of Parliament. - 7 h 
_, That His Sacred Majeſty, out of his Royal Sympathy and juſt Reſentments 
of his Subjects Sufferings herein, and to their great joy and comfort, did in 
April laſt by his Letters Patents under the Great Seal of England, graciouſly 
ſettle the ſaid Debt to the Goldſmiths and your Petitioners for ever, upon his 
hereditary part of the Exciſe, to be paid by way of a perpetual Intereſt. 

; That notwithſtanding your Petitioners (conſiſting tor the moſt part of Wi- 
dows, Orphans, Aged People, Tradeſmen, Sufferers for Loyalty, and other 
helpleſs and neceſfitous Perſons) cannot ſupply their prefling Occaſions, or 
drive on their Trades by affigning their ſaid Debts, without great Defalcati- 
ons and Abatements, to their utter ruines, unleſs the ſame Debts be confirm- 
ed by a National San&tion and Conſent, 


Your Petitioners do therefore mot hambly implore the Fuſtice as well as 
Compaſſion of this Honourable Houſe, in order to a ſpeedy and firm 
Eſtabliſhment of this Debt for ever, by Att of Parliament , either by 
confirming the Kings ſaid Letters Patents, or by ſuch other ways and
